The Zork Anthology Installation 



1 . Insert The Zork Anthology CD into your CD-ROM drive (the following instructions will assume your CD-ROM 
drive is drive D:). 

Note: If you are in the WINDOWS environment, you must first exit WINDOWS by typing simultaneously: <ALT> 
<F4>. Repeat this step until you have exited all WINDOWS applications. To exit WINDOWS, answer "OK" by 
pressing <ENTER> when prompted. When you have arrived at a DOS prompt, follow the DOS installation 
instructions listed below. 

To install from DOS, at the DOS prompt, type D: and press <ENTER>. You should now be at the CD-ROM DOS 
prompt, which should look something like "D:\>." Type INSTALL and press <ENTER>. This should bring up the 
introduction to the installer program. 

The installer will ask you to determine a few installation preferences for your computer system. Follow the on- 
screen instructions carefully. 

2. The installer will first ask you if you want the ability to launch all The Zork Anthology games from WINDOWS. 
Press <SPACE> to alternate between YES and NO, then press <ENTER> to make your selection. 

3. If you answered "Yes" to setup to launch from WINDOWS, the installer will ask you to select the hard drive in 
which WINDOWS is installed or will be installed in your system. Use the arrow keys to select the hard drive you 
want, then press <ENTER> to select the hard drive currently flashing on your screen. 

4. If you answered "Yes" to setup to launch from WINDOWS, you will then be asked to enter a directory name in 
which WINDOWS is installed or will be installed in. The default directory "\WINDOWS" will appear on screen. To 
use the default name, press <ENTER>; otherwise, backspace to delete that name and type in the correct name. 

5. It is necessary for The Zork Anthology to be copied onto your hard drive (you cannot play the games off of the 
CD-ROM). The installer will ask you to select the hard drive to which you wish to install. Use the arrow keys to 
select the hard drive you want, then press <ENTER> to select the hard drive currently flashing on your screen. 

6. You will then be asked to enter a directory name for The Zork Anthology. The default directory "\ZORK" will 
appear on the screen. To use the default name, press <ENTER>; otherwise, backspace to delete that name and 
type a new name of a maximum of eight characters. 

Note: This step will be skipped if you answered "YES" to setup to launch from WINDOWS. The default directory 
"\ZORK" will be used. 

7. If the directory you chose already exists on your hard drive, you will be given the option to a) choose another 
directory, b) overwrite the directory (copy over it) or c) cancel the installation. Use the arrow keys to make a 
selection and then press <ENTER>. (If you are setting up to launch from Windows, you will not be able to 
choose another directory.) 

8. The installer will give you the option of installing ALL GAMES from The Zork Anthology or installing one game 
at a time (thereby running this install program each time for each game you wish to install). Use the arrow keys 
to make a selection and then press <ENTER>. 

Note: This step will be skipped if you answered "YES" to setup to launch from WINDOWS. All the games will 
be installed. 



9. When the installation is complete, a screen will confirm which games have been installed. We recommend 
that you re-boot your computer. 

10. To play a game from DOS, type CD \ZORK (or the directory you installed to) at the prompt and press 
<ENTER>. Then type the name of the game you wish to play and press <ENTER>: 

Type ZORK1 then press <ENTER> to run Zork: The Great Underground Empire. 
Type ZORK2 then press <ENTER> to run Zork II: The Wizard of Frobozz. 
Type ZORK3 then press <ENTER> to run Zork III: The Dungeon Master. 
Type BZORK then press <ENTER> to run Beyond Zork. 
Type ZORK0 then press <ENTER> to run Zork Zero. 
Type PLANETF then press <ENTER> to run Planetfall. 

11. W you chose "YES" to setup to launch from WINDOWS, start WINDOWS by typing WIN and pressing 
<ENTER> at a DOS prompt. Open The Zork Anthology program group, then select the game you wish to run 
by double-clicking the icon of the game.

9. Now you will be asked to select your CD-ROM drive. 

10. The next few screens are for setting up the sound driver for the Simon the Sorcerer Demo. They are the ones 
titled "DIGPAK Sound Driver Setup" (at the top) and "Simon the Sorcerer Music Driver Setup" (the last screen). 

a. Press Y to auto-detect for Sound Blaster. 

b. Next use the up and down arrow keys to highlight your sound device driver. Then press <ENTER> to accept. 

Note: Watch the red box, third line from the bottom of the screen, to see what the installer has detected. 
When you see the detection information, write down the Base I/O address and IRQ number listed. You will 
need this information later for setting up the sound driver for the other demos. 

c. If you are ready to test the sound driver you have selected, press Y. You will either be asked if the sound 
played OK or it will tell you the sound driver failed to initialize. If you did not hear the sound play or it failed to 
initialize, go back to selecting a sound driver step. 

d. When you have finished selecting the sound driver you will need to select a music driver. Locate the one best 
suited to your computer setup. 

11 . The next few screens are for setting the sound and system configuration for all the other demos. Use the settings 
that you noted in step 10b above. 

12. The next screen will display your current system configuration default settings. You can change these settings 
now or later. Use the <SPACE> bar to select YES or NO and press <ENTER>. For more information on the 
settings for the system configuration, refer to the enclosed Troubleshooting Guide or the documentation for 
your sound device.

To change the settings later, go to the Activision New Product Demos directory on the hard drive and run 
the INSTALL program.

Navigating through the Empire of Zork 

Your cursor will appear on your screen as a Hand icon. Use your mouse to move the Hand icon around your 
screen and let Navigation Arrows lead you to your next magical destination. Don't be so quick to leave a loca- 
tion, you may find a Zoom In icon which takes you in for a closer look and gives you access to information 
that could change your travel plans! 

Moving to the next scene: 

Move your cursor around your screen until it changes to the Navigation Arrow of your choice. Then click the 
LEFT button to travel in the direction of the arrow. 



Looking for a change in scenery? The U-Turn Arrow allows you to turn around and face the oppo- 
site direction from you same location. 

Back-Up Arrows let you move to the location directly behind you. Use these arrows to 
back-track and select a different route or to just make sure you didn't pass 
anything up! 

Zooming in for a closer look: 

Move your cursor around your screen; if you find a Zoom In icon, click the LEFT button. To zoom out and 
return to the previous scene, move your cursor around your screen until it becomes the Zoom Out icon and 
just click the LEFT button again. Remember, a Zoom In icon may give you access to information that may not 
make sense until later in your journey.

Navigating with your Keyboard 

If you do not have a mouse connected to your system (or 
even if you do) you can use your keyboard to navigate 
through the Lost Empire of Zork. 

Use either the Cursor Arrows or the Numeric Keypad on 
your keyboard to move your cursor around the screen. 
Make your cursor move even faster by holding down a 
directional key. 



Note: Use the ♦ key on your keyboard's numeric keypad in place of all ref- 
erences to the LEFT button on a mouse and the - key for all references to the 
RIGHT button.

Using your Inventory 

The RIGHT button on your mouse allows you to display the contents of 
your inventory at any time. 

If you decide not to use your inventory, simply click anywhere else on 
the screen and your inventory display will disappear. As you move your 
cursor over the different items in your inventory, a description of the 
item will appear on your screen. To select an item from your inventory, 
just place your cursor over it and click with your LEFT button. Most items 
will be displayed in your inventory over a split background. Click your 
LEFT button on the upper left portion of the square to carry the item, or 
click on the lower right portion of the square to use the item. 




Your cursor changes to the Hand icon whenever you decide to move around empty-handed; when you pick up 
an item, the Hand icon will change to the form of the item that you have picked up (until you come to a 
Navigation arrow). If you pick up an item, you are not required to place it in your inventory in order to pro- 
ceed. Carry the item around as long as you'd like— you are now a daring adventurer, capable of doing more 
than one thing at a time! 



You have been provided with a few permanent items in your inventory. Use these items regularly during your 
excursion. You'll want to keep them in mind during encounters with characters— they make great conversation 
pieces! These items will appear over a solid background on your inventory display: 



Map - Plots the path you have taken in your travels on two full screens. A blinking red dot marks 
your current location. 

Camera - Allows you to take unlimited pictures and keep mementos of scenery you'd like to remem- 
ber. Simply click your LEFT button to reveal if the person, object or location is a photogenic one. If it 
is, your camera will take a picture for you. 

Photo Album - Lets you take a look at all the photographs you've taken during your journey. 

Tape recorder - Lets you rewind, fast-forward and play back important conversations that are auto- 
matically recorded during your travels. Use the buttons of the upper right-hand side to scroll through 
the characters you have on tape. 
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You will come across many other items that you can pick up and 
store in your inventory during your great underground adventure 
To store an object in your inventory, click your RIGHT button to 
display your inventory, then click your LEFT button over an 
empty square. 

If you lose an item, don't despair! In most cases you'll be able to 
find the item by logically considering the action you took to mis- 
place it. However, some actions are irreversible, in those cases, 
do despair. 

Interaction between Inventory Items 

You can use an item from your inventory with another item in your inventory to perform ingenious tasks. 
Remember the least likely combination of items may produce the most effective results. 

1. Click your RIGHT button to display the contents of your inventory. 

2. Select an object and click your LEFT button on the upper left portion of the square to carry it, e.g. Matches. 

3. Click your RIGHT button to display your inventory again. ^ With TUHtttt 

4. Place your cursor over the lower right corner of another item, e.g. 
the Tickets. "Use Matches with Tickets" will appear at the top of 
the inventory display. 

5. Click your LEFT button to reveal all possible interactions between the two Burr* Tickets 
items, such as "Burn Tickets." 

6. Don't try this example at home. Only trained professionals can win after 
this particular interaction. 

Action Interface 

As you navigate through each scene, your cursor will appear as a Navigation 
Arrow, a hand, or the inventory item you are carrying. When you point to an 
item or person which you can interact with, the name of that item or person 
will appear over the cursor. 

Interacting with an Item in a Scene 
Your travels will take you through endless adventure-filled scenes that contain many items you can interact 
with. Click the LEFT button to display all action interface options for the item you are pointing to. 

The animating icons will "act out" all possible interactions for the item you selected. Move your cursor over 
each icon to reveal a written description of the interaction each icon represents. Click the LEFT button over the 
action interface option you would like to perform. If you decide not to perform any of the interactions avail- 
able, simply click your LEFT button in the middle of the diamond, or anywhere else on the screen. 

Interacting with the Item you are Carrying 

You may decide to use an item you are carrying without interacting with another, e.g. drop it, eat it, etc. To do 
this, simply click anywhere on the screen where you won't interact with another item or travel with a 
Navigation Arrow. In other words, if the item is visible as your cursor and no text indicating interaction with 
an object or person is displayed, you can click to display the action interface for the item you are carrying. 
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Interacting with Characters 

You can interact with most characters (those who care to talk to you), in two special ways. The 
first way is by engaging a character in conversation, and the second is by playing Question 
and Answer. 




Conversations 

Conversations with characters may provide you with clues that may (or may not) help you in your 
journey through the Underground Empire. To have a conversation with a character, select the Talk 
To icon from the Action Interface display. Once you select the Talk To icon and engage a character 
in conversation, you will see a column of icons on one side of the screen. 

Click on these icons with your LEFT button to attempt to direct the tone of the conversation with 
your body language. Move your cursor over these icons to reveal a written description of each icon 
over your cursor. You'll discover that it's easier to strike a nerve with some characters than 
with others. 








QGA 

After having a conversation with a character or selecting the Ask About icon from the 
Action Interface, a column of icons will appear on your screen. These icons allow you 
to ask questions in a variety of ways. You can ask a character about items in your 
inventory, locations on the map, photographs from your photo album, or recordings of 
other characters. 

Using the Zork System Menu 

You can access the Zork System Menu in the upper left-hand corner of your screen at 

any point in the game. Just move your cursor to the upper left-hand corner of your screen until 

your cursor changes to the Zork Disk icon, and then click the LEFT button. 



You can then click anywhere off of the Zork 
System Menu to continue your game or click 
"Quit" to end the game. Click "SAVE" on the 
Zork System Menu at any point in the game 
to save your current game. Your game will 
be saved from your most recent adventure experience. 
We suggest you save your games frequently. Don't 
let a grue get you without a record of your 
current travels! 



Your Zork System Menu also lets 
you give up (in case West 
Shanbar's got you walking in cir- 
cles) and start a new game from 
the beginning— just click on the 
RESTART option.

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already solved. To load a previously saved game, click on the title of the game to highlight it, and then click 
the LOAD button on the screen. 

You can click "SOUND", "EFECTS", "TEXT" or "MUSIC" to turn each of these options ON or OFF. 

If you are playing a CD ROM version of Return to Zork, your Zork System Menu will 
include an additional setting for CD ROM Effects. You may have already noticed that 
your navigation is sometimes interrupted by animated transitions between locations 
called "Walk Through Movies." You can turn Movies ON or OFF. To change this setting, 
click the Movies button on the Zork System Menu. 

Walk through Off T ^ e Zor * c System Menu also lets you check your current game score. Your score is the 
number directly preceding the total possible points. Although points are accumulated 
for performing any action or task that furthers your progress in the game, you don't have to score all possible 
points to win. 

Taking Short Cuts 

You can use the function keys on your keyboard to help you speed your adventure through the Great 
Underground Empire of Zork. 

Fl- This key displays the Zork System Menu and lets you take a look at your score, quit, restart, save and 
load games, or change your game settings. 

F2- This function key gives you a quick way to save your game when you anticipate a quick death. Just press 
F2 and the Save Game display will appear immediately on your screen. 

F3- Use this key to load a previous game instantly! Press F3 as early as the opening title sequence that fol- 
lows the Infocom logo to display the Load Game screen and continue a game right away. 

F4- Not feeling like your usual keen-eyed adventurer today? Press F4 to repeat the last message printed on 
your screen.

Getting Around in Simon's New World 

To help Simon get around each scene, use your mouse to simply click on the WALK TO icon to highlight it. Then 
click the location on your screen to which you want Simon to walk. Simon will immediately walk to that loca- 
tion — or as far as the scene will allow him to venture.

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As you move your mouse around your screen, the name of the 
Action icon, inventory item, or item in the scene your cursor 
points to will appear in the ID bar directly underneath the scene.

Doing Things in Simon's New World 

To use an Action icon with an item (whether it is in a scene or in 
your Inventory), highlight the Action icon you would like to use by clicking on it. The ID bar will display the 
Action icon you selected. Then, click on the item you would like that action directed towards. The name of the 
item selected will appear in the ID bar briefly; and then Simon will either perform the action, tell you the 
result of his action or alert you of your naivete in requesting such a preposterous action. 

Some Action icons will only produce an action if two items are selected. For example, the USE icon will usually 
require you to select two items before Simon can produce an action. After the first item is selected, a prompt- 
ing instruction will appear in the ID bar (in this case "With What?"), then another item must be selected to 
complete the action. If you find that you do not have a second item to use with the first item selected, click 
anywhere else on the screen to cancel the action. 

N0IE: Clicking twice on an area of the screen with no items or completing an action will return you to the 
default Action icon. 

WALK TO Directs Simon to do the "Sorcerer Shuffle" towards a selected location in a scene. 
CONSUME Invites Simon to eat, drink or be wary. 

TALK TO Gives Simon the opportunity to be a first-rate conversationalist — or a second-rate sensationalist. 
LOOK AT Allows Simon to take a closer look. 

PICK UP Lets Simon pick up certain items and automatically store them in his Inventory. 
REMOVE Allows Simon to rid himself of an article of clothing and put it in his inventory. 
OPEN Orders Simon to open doors, gates, etc. — of course most 12-year-olds aren't very good at following 

orders. 

CLOSE Opposite of open. 

WEAR Dares Simon to make a fashion statement. 

MOVE Tells Simon to push or pull a selected item. 

USE Instructs Simon to employ a two-item combination. 

GIVE Allows Simon to display his gen-erosity towards another character in the game. 



Talking to Characters (or Things) 

Sometimes Characters (or Things) strike up conversations with Simon, and other times Simon will have to initi- 
ate conversations by selecting the TALK TO icon. 

Simon is usually given a list of dialogue options that appear over the Action Interface Menu, from which he can 
choose to direct the tone of each conversation. 

Most conversations continue until Simon or the other party decides otherwise by selecting a dialogue option 
that will allow Simon to conclude the converstaion, such as T really don't want to speak to you any more." 

Once the conversation has ended, Simon can choose to re-engage in conversation by selecting the TALK TO 
icon and then the character to whom he wishes to speak. This feature lets you segue from serious sorcery, 
cooperate in comical conversations and then continue collecting Calypso clues. 

You can also use the postcard to quit the game. Just click on QUIT. You must then verify that you really want to 
quit by typing "Y" or "N".

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DEMOS Troubleshooting 



For optimal DOS performance: 

• Set up your system to have as much free conventional RAM as possible 

• Select the XMS/EMS option during installation. Set up as much extended memory (XMS) as possible. 

• Disk caching software is strongly recommended, as SMARTDrive or other hard disk caching software programs can increase performance. 

• We do not recommend using disk compression software. Such data compression utilities may be incompatible and cause unreliable performance. 



Symptom

The Return to Zork Demo requires between 580K to 600K of free conventional 
memory One easy way to obtain more free conventional memory is to use a 
"boot disk." Refer to the instructions on How to Make a Boot Disk. 



HOW TO MAKE A BOOT DISK 

(Note: Read all of the instructions before you start.)

2. At the DOS prompt type: C: and press <ENTER>

5. Copy the AUTOEXEC.BAT and CONFIG.SYS files from the hard drive to the boot disk. At the CA> prompt, type: COPY CONFIG.SYS A: and press 
<ENTER> Then type COPY AUTOEXEC.BAT A: and press <ENTER> 

6. To change to the A drive, type: A: and press <ENTER> 

7 Modify your CONFIG.SYS file. Type: EDIT CONFIG.SYS and press <ENTER> (If you get an error message, type: Sei Path=C:\DOS and press 
<ENTER>; then type: EDIT CONFIG.SYS and press <ENTER> again.) 

8. Each bullet point below contains instructions which need to be fully executed before proceeding to the next bullet point. Ignore all references to the 
AUTOEXEC.BAT file until asked to specifically use it in step 1 0. 

• Remark out each line that contains any of the words listed below by typing "REM* in front of the line.

• If the number listed is 6, choose Creative Labs Sound Blaster 16 and press <ENTER>

If this 
does not work, run a hard disk diagnostic utility to correct any lost chains or 
clusters it reports. After all of the errors have been corrected, erase Return to 
Zork Demo off the hard drive and reinstall the program from the CD-ROM 
drive again. 

Run the TESTCD program located in your hard drive directory where the demos 
were installed. Be sure it reads 1 50 KB/second sustained transfer rate. If it does 
not, your CD-ROM drive is too slow. If the TESTCD program reports lower than 
1 50 KB sustained transfer rate, depress the turbo button on the front of your 
computer and run the program again. If this does not work, follow the instruc- 
tions for "Game repeats same sound or locks on intro screen."

DEMOS Troubleshooting 



Note for users with 4 MB RAM: If you only have 4 MB of RAM, you may see the following error message: "There 
is not enough memory available to open Return to Zork." This is due to the system software using over 1500K 
bytes of total memory. To verify this, select About This Macintosh... in the Apple Menu. An easy solution is as 
follows: 

1 . Create a new folder in the Extensions Folder of the System Folder and name it "Extensions Not Being Used." 

2. While in the Extensions Folder, select all items in the folder except the new folder. Drag all the items to your 
new folder. 

3. Open the new folder and drag the Apple CD-ROM, Sound Manager, ISO 9660 File Access, and Foreign File 
Access items back to the Extensions Folder. These are necessary to run the game. 

4. Restart your computer before running the Return to Zork Demo. To restore your system software to its original 
configuration after playing the Return to Zork Demo, drag all items from the new folder into the Extensions 
Folder and restart your computer.
